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Claim 1 : 

1. An apparatus for setting a rivet to a sheet material comprising: 
a frame 4 having a table 5; 

a holder 16 for holding a sheet material 1 such as a cloth, a skin or 
the like displaced on the table 5; 

feed means for feeding a rivet P including a cap-type head Pc and 
plural legs Pb f one by one, onto the sheet material 1 held by the holder 16; 

deforming means for setting the rivets fed from the feed means to 
the sheet material; and 

drive means 10, 14 operatively connected to at least one of the 
deforming means and the holder 16 to modify the relative position between 
the deforming means and the holder 16 for each setting of the rivet p; 

wherein the deforming means comprises: 

a punch 94 reciprocatably located on one (under) side of the sheet 
material held by the holder 16 so that the legs Pb of the rivet P penetrates 
through the sheet material by reciprocating the punch 94 which engages 
with the head Pc of the rivet; 

a rod like die 110 or 150 reciprocatably located on the other or 
opposite (above) side of the sheet material so that the forwarding die is 
associated with the punch 94 to fold the legs Pb to set the rivet to the seet 
material 1; 

a press member 110 or 150 disposed to axially move relative to the 
die 110 or 150 and having a press surface 114 or 152 formed to face with 
the sheet material 1 to press the sheet material; 

a spring 119 or 155 disposed between the press member 115 or 153 
and the die 110 or 150 to normally protrude the press surface 114 or 152 of 
the press member 115 or 153 outward of the work surface of the die 110 or 
150; 

limit means 121 or 158 disposed between the press member 115 or 
153 and the die 110 or 150 to limit the amount of the protrusion of the 
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press member 115 or 150 from the die 110 or 150 by such an amount that 
is slightly greater than the projection amount of the penetrated legs Pb of 
the rivet P; and 

operating means 42, 99 for driving the punch 94 and the die 110 or 
150 to move them into and from each other. 
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
